(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to Tndia. before 
the 1st January 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(«) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan. Burma. Sri Lanka and East African coun- 
tries of Kenya. Uganda and the United Republic 
of Tanzania with the intention of permanently 
settling in Tndia. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b),

APPENDIX-11 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMIN A 1 ION OP CANDIDATES 

[These regulations arc published for the convenience of 
candidates and in older to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations 
cannot be declared lit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate is not tit according to the 
norms laid down in these regulations, it would be permissi- 
ble for a Medical Board to recommend to the Govern- 
ment of India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that 
he may be admitted to service without disadvantage to Gov- 
ernment. 

it should, however, he clearly understood that the 
Government of India reserve to themselves, absolute discre- 
tion to reject or accept any candidate after considering the 
repoit of the Medical Hoaid. For the disabled ex-Defence 
Services Personnel and the Border Security Force Personnel 
disabled in operations duiing Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, 
and l'cleased as a consequence thereof, the standards will 
be relaxed consistent with the requirements of the posts.] 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment candidate must 
be in good menial and bodily hcallh and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties of his appointment. 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correla- 
tion figures arc considered most suitable as a guide in the 
examination of the candidates, if there be any disproportion 
with regard to height, weight, and chest girth, the candidate 
should be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the 
chest taken before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by 
the Board. 

3. The candidate's height will be measured ns follows:— 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without 
rigidity and with the heels, valves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be 
depressed to bring the vertex ot the head-level under 
the horizontal bar, and the height will be recorded 
in centimetres and parts of a centimetre to halves. 

4. The candidate's chest will be measured as follows 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The tape will 
be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 


A'.B. — The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight 
recorded in Kilograms; fraction of half a Kilogram should 
not be noted. 

6. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with following rules. The result of each test will be recorded. 

(i) General — The candidate’s eyes will be submitted to 
a genera! examination directed to the detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eyelids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render or are likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for «ervlc«. 

(ii) Visual Acuity . — The examination for determining 
the acuteness of vision includes two tests, one for 
the distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will 
be examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidate shall, however, be re- 
corded by the Medical Boaid or other medical authority in 
every case as it will furnish the basic information in regard 
to the condition of the eye. 

The standards for distant and near vision with or without 
glasses shall be as follows : —

For the services concerned with safety of the Public, e.g., 
pilots drivers, guards, etc., the higher grade of colour vision

Note (5) — Night Blindness — Night blindness need not be 
tested as a routine, but only in special cases No standard 
test for the testing of night blindness or dark adaptation is 
prescribed The Medical Board should be given the discre 
tion to improvise such rough tests e g , recording of visual 
acuity with reduced illumination or by making the candidate 
recognise various objects in a darkened room after he /she 
has been there for 20 to 30 minutes Candidates’ own sta e- 
ments should not always be relied upon, but they should be 
given due consideration 

Note (6) — (a) Ocular conditions othu than visual amity 
— Any organic disease or a progressive refractive error which 
is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be

In all such cases X-Ray and clectro-cardiographic examina 
tions of heart and blood urea clearance test should also be 

done as a routine The final decision as to the fitness or 

otherwise of a candidate will, however rest with the Medical 
Board only 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule The measurement should not be taken with 
in fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement Provided 
the patient and particularly his arm is relaxed he may be 
either lying or sitting The arm is supported comfortably 
at the patient’s side in a more or less horizontal position 
The arm should be freed from clothes to the ^shoulder The 
cuff completely deflated should be applied with the middle 
of the rubber over the inner side of the arm and its lowei 
edge an inch or two above the bend of elbow The follow- 
ing turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied slightly and 
centrally over it below, but not m contact with the cuff The

If, however, 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the deci- 
sion of the first Board it is open to Government to allow an 
appeal to a second Board. Such evidence should he submitted 
within one month of tho date of the communication in which 
the decision of the first Medical Board is communicated to 
the candidate otherwise no request for an appeal to a second 
Medical Board will he considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judge- 
ment in the decision of the first Board, the certificate will not 
be taken into consideration unless it contains, a note by the 
medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has been 
given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has 
already been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board. 

Medical BookTs Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner. 

The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
public service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be, that 
he has no disease constitutional affection or bodily 
infirmity unfitting him or likely to unfit him for 
that service. 

It should be understood that the question of filness in- 
volves future as well as the present and that one of 
the main objects of medical examination is to secure 
continuous effective service and in the case, of 
candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
carlv pension or payments in case of premature 
death. Tt is at the same time to be lioted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous 
effective service, and that rejection of a candidate 
need not he advised on account of the presence of 
a defect which in only a small proportion of cases; 
found to interfere with continuous effective service. 

A ladv doctor will he coopted as a member of the Medi- 
cal Board whenever a woman candidate is to be 

examined. 
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Candidates appointed to the posts of Geologists (Jr.) and 
Assistant Geologists are liable for field service in 
or out of India. In the caSe of such a candidate, 
the Medical Boaid should specifically, reeoul then 
opinion as to his fitness or otherwise for field 
service. 

The report of the Medical Board should be treated as 
confidential. 

In case where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
nient in the Government service, the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate in 
broad terms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out "by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 

disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical Qr sur- 
gical) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
by the Medical Board. 

There is no objection to a candidate being informed 
of the Board’s opinion to this effect by the appoint- 
ing authority and when a cure has been effected it 
will be open to the authority concerned to ask for 
another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared Tem- 
porarily Unfit’ period specified for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the maxi- 
mum, On re-examination after the specified period 
these candidates, should not be declared temporarily 
unfit for a further period but a final decision in 
regaid to their Illness for appointment or otherwise 
should be given.

RESOLUTION 

No. FC-37 (38 ) /75— Measures to effect economy in project 
costs were considered at the First Conference of the State 
Ministers of Irrigation held at Delhi on 17th and 18th July, 
1975. The Conference noted the analysis made by the Expert 
Committee examine the reasons for rise in the cost of mul- 
tipurpose projects set up by the Government of India in 1972 
which indicated that cost increases have been caused inter alia 
by (he increase in land rates and rehabilitation measures. The 
phenomenal increases of costs in these/ areas has become a 
troublesome trnnd vitiating economic viability of irrigation and 
multipurpose projects. The Conference considered the re- 
commendations of the Committee that the increase in land 1 
compensation and rehabilitation provision in the project cost 
should be examined in depth. A standard approach needs to 
be evolved for adopting the rate of compensation for land 
which would recognise. 

(i) a fair deal to those affected; and 

(ii) prevent any artificial increase and speculation In the 
cost of land. 

Furlher, there is no uniform policy as regards the scale of 
rehabilitation measures with standards followed in each .State 
varying greatly. There is thus a need of laying down a broad 
national policy on rehabilitation wilb adequate latitude for 
reasonable modifications being made on the merits of each case. 
Both the land compensation and rehabilitation aspects have 
particular relevance in the case of projects whose benefits $o 
to one State while the land and the property is submerged in 
a neighbouring state. The Conference recommended that a 
Committee of Ministers be set up to look into the question 
of laying down national norms for land acquisition and reha- 
bilitation measures for people displaced by major water resour- 
ces projects. The Government of India in pursuance of this 
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recommendation have decided to set up a Committee. The 
Committee shall consist of : —

2. Th* terms of reference of the Committee shall be as 
follows : 

(i) to make an analysis of the rates provided for land 
acquisition in the original estimates and the rates 
actually awarded and/or paid in some important 
single State and interstate water development pro- 
jects; and the problem in determination of fair and 
just compensation both from the landowners and 
projects interests; 

(ii) to make a study of the nature of rehabilitation pro- 
visions and amenities provided to the displaced per- 
sons having regard to the land compensation receiv- 
ed by them, and social and welfare aspects of the 
rehabilitation measures in some single State and 
inter-state wator development projects; and 

(iii) to lay down on the basis of the analysis and studies 
mentioned in (0 and (ii) above, principles and norms 
for land acquisition and a broad national policy for 
rehabilitation measures. 

3. The Committee will submit its report by the end of 
February, 1976.
